T h e V a q u í In d ia n » G iv in g M ex ica n T roop » 
S o m e L iv e ly W o r k . 
Nooa les, December 23 d.—Gen eral Guerra, 
commander of the Federal forces in Sonora, 
has received information from the recently- 
established m ilitary encampment at Bo- 
nacicia that a detachment of Federal 
troops, in command of Captain Knisco, at­ 
tacked a band of Yaquis, who were pre­ 
paring to make a raid at a point called 
Laguna del Puerto, early on Sunday m orn­ 
ing. After a light of over two hours, the 
troops succeeded in driving them from the 
rocks, behind which they had hidden after 
the first volley. One Indian was killed 
ami another wounded. Two squaws were 
captured and sent to Bonacicia. 


c a je m e’s successor. 
I'hico Venadero (Little Poisoner), the 
ablest warrior of the Yaqui tribe since the 
shooting of Cajeme. was at the head of the 
band, and. after being forced to retire from 
the reeks, covered his retreat with con- 
sum mate skill. The Federáis followed the 
Indians for several miles, and weie am ­ 
bushed three times, and would have been 
destroyed but for the Indians being desti­ 
tu í' of iiuiuunition. 
Chico Venadero, it is thought, will be 
chosen chief of the Yaqui and Mayo tribes. 
His hatred fur the Mexicans has been in­ 
tensified by over three years' continual 
warfare against them, and, if he is to be 
chief, a long and bloody war is certain. 
TI1K TROOFS OUT-CENERA LEI). 
Tuesday night Captain Enisco and Lieu­ 
tenant Ofguin, with twenty-five infantry, 
gave chase to a party of Indians discovered 
in the foothills near Boracito, and came up 
with them in a rugged country about 8 
o'clock. The Yaquis hail taken refuge be­ 
hind a ledge of granite. Captain Etiisco 
charged, hut was forced to retire. He then 
employed Indian tactics, deploying his 
men in parties of two and three. They 
spread oat with the intention of concentra­ 
ting in a circle abopt the stronghold, but 
the Indians were alert, and broke through 
the Federal lines amid a desultory ritle 
fire, to which they replied, wounding Lieu­ 
tenant Olguin. The night being very dark 
Captain Enisco abandoned the pursuit and 
returned to Boracito. 
RESCI.T OF THE FIGHT. 
Early the following morning he set out 
with a large force to take up the trail front 
the battle-field. Arriving there he found 
that his command had killed on the pre­ 
vious night’s engagement one Indian and 
wounded others, as several tracks of blood 
were found radiating trom the granite 
ledge. 
A Remington rifle and a belt full of 
cartridges were found near the dead brave. 
As the command proceeded on the trail 
two more dead Indians were found in a 
gulch riddled with bullets, aud a wounded 
Yaqui, further on, in attempting to escape 
from the trailers, fell dead. Captain Enisco 
is in hot pursut of the band.

A more delightful 
trip could hardly be made tban to take the 
noon train, which takes one through the 
foothills of riaeer county. At Rocklin are 
seen the first orange trees in full bearing, 
having been set out by Dana Perkins at the 
depot some years ago ; and front there to 
Colfax, every few miles on each side ot the 
road, can be seen clusters of orange trees, 
in m any instances laden heavily with the 
golden fruit, which with their green foliage 
make quite a contrast to the barren trees 
of other kinds surrounding them. 
When the orange trees at this season of 
the year are such an attractive feature to 
us, we can readily understand how they 
captivate the Eastern excursionate, who 
arrives from a land covered with snow, 
where there is not a green thing to be seen. 
A few years more and there will be one 
continuous orange grove and series of or­ 
chards from Colfax to Sacramento, as on 
every hand you see where laud is being 
cleared ready for more trees. Those who 
have trees out are putting in more, and 
those who have none planted are anxious 
to get them in. 
Every one we cante i"n contact with 
takes pleasure in telling how successful 
they had been with their fruit the past sea­ 
son, and would have done better had they 
more water, which they will have next 
year, as the ditch-owuers have arranged to 
supply all the water that will be needed, 
and to irrigate a much larger area of coun­ 
try near Loomis. 
Mr. W hitney is clearing olf a large tract 
of land preparatory to planting it out to 
citrus and deciduous fruits and getting it 
up in shape for bis large colony. 
He has 
been very successful in establishing colo­ 
nies heretofore, and says he will make this 
one excel all others. H e intends to make 
it the model, and he can easily do so, as he 
has a better foundation to start upon than 
any colony he has before located. 
A t Colfax the party m aking a trip to the 
mountains will change to the narrow- 
gauge for Nevada aud Grass Valley.

McNealy’s crime was 
the theft cf $185,000 in bonds and $3,500 in 
cash from the Saco and Biddeford Savings 
Institution, of Saco, Me., of which he was 
the Teller. He fled to Europe, but returned 
here on the steamer Polynesian on Sunday. 
His brother came here trom Saco and met 
him. and the theory is that he took away 
the bonds with him when he returned tii 
8 mo, as they were not found when Mc­ 
Nealy’s baggage was searched to-day. His 
trunks contained many suits of costly 
clothing and considerable fine jewelry. Tlte 
only written evidence found was two tele­ 
grams in cypher. There was also a com- 
pi o sot ot appliances for effecting dis­ 
guises. 
Young McNealy admitted his identity. 
He sent for C msul-General Phelan, with 
whom he had a long private interview. 
The Saco authorities were notified of the 
arrest. 
NcNealy subsequently received a 
dispatch from Cashier Kelly, of the Saco 
and Biddeford Savings Institution, stating 
that his brother, Harry McNealy, hail lcfe 
for Halifax to act as their agent, explain 
matters and make arrangements. 
The State Constable at Saco to-night tel­ 
egraphed to die Chief of Police to hold the 
prisoner until the proper papers had been 
forwarded. Consul P helan has received 
dispatches from the Teller of the Saco and 
Biddeford Institution, authorizing him to 
take care of any stolen bond3 that might be 
secured. 
The cipher telegrams have been trans­ 
lated, and appear to be intended for trans­ 
mission to a friend by McNealy, as they 
say his identity had been discovered, and 
give the cipher for use in sending him dis­ 
patches. 


N O T P O L IT IC A L . 


T h e A lle g e d O b jec t o f th e D u k e o f N or­ 
fo lk 's T rip to R o m e . 
London, December 23d.—The im prison­ 
ment of Father Ryan, the first pritst ar­ 
rested under the Crimes Act, m ust con­ 
vince those who seek toiepresent that the 
Duke of Norfolk's mission to Rome is a 
political one to secure t he Pope's help for 
the Salisbury government of Ireland, that 
their theories are incorrect. 
It is officially 
announced 
that Norfolk’s mission was 
merely to congratulate the Pope on the oc­ 
casion ot his Jubilee. Anybody conver­ 
sant with the history of the relations of 
the Catholic Church to Parnellism can 
hardly suppose otherwise. 
Not long since the church was openly 
hostile to the movement. Tbe late Arch­ 
bishop of Dublin bitterly opposed Parnell, 
but the fact is the church is compelled to 
follow the overwhelming opinions of the 
Irish people or lose much of its influence 
over the religion of the country. As Dil­ 
lon said recently, " Irishm en, while sub­ 
m itting to tbe Pope in spiritual matters, 
would as soon think of consulting the Sul­ 
tan of Turkey respecting their politics.” 
It is utterly incredible even if Salisbury 
wa3 foolish enouch to think he could in­ 
duce the Pope to destroy his own influence 
in Ireland, to begin by putting one of his 
priests into prison. 
Moreover, there are 
plenty of Catholics among prom inent poiiii 
cians on the Torv side, the proportion to 
Protestants being larger among the privil­ 
eged classes than among the people gener­ 
ally, and a better man than Norfolk for 
the diplomatic mission could readily be 
secured. 
Norfolk has never earned dis­ 
tinction of any kind, save that of inheriting 
a great historic name.

dark lines, which only convey the effect of 
a dirty face when seen upon the stage. 
The point to decide is rather how few than 
how many wrinkles to mark upon the 
face. 
A tew broad touches, partaking inore 
of the nature of shadows than of mere 
lines, will often give an effect which would 
he destroyed by an attem pt at a more 
minute treatm ent. 
The lines should lie 
made with dark red, not black. 
An ordi­ 
nary water-color cake and a small brush 
are the implement'* needed. 
The natural 
wrinkles of the face will afford the best 
guide to where the artificial ones are to 
be painted, although, of course, they must 
be varied according to the character to be 
represented. 
For example, in making the 
“ crows’ feet” in the outer corners of the 
eyes a jovial expression is given by draw­ 
ing the lines downward, and a serious or 
mournful expression by drawing them up­ 
ward. 
It should further be Ixtrne in mind 
that if the light is strong the lining will 
require to lie strong in proportion, but in 
performing by an imperfect light the lin­ 
ing should lie subdued as much as possible

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A WONDERFUL CAVE. 


GREAT SUBTERRANEAS WOXftfr R 
OF E .STERN NEVADA. 


C o m p etito r o f th e F a m o u s M a m ­ 
m o th C a v e—B r ie f D e sc r ip tio n s

E n-. R ixxm n -U siox: W hile everybody 
conceives that Nevada ran produce more 
sagebrush, better “ spuds,” iiuer beef and 
healthier children than any other portion 
o f earth, all are not aware of the fact that 
in its extreme eastern border, and under 
the highest peak in the State, namely. 
J eff Davis Peak, is the most marvelous 
cave yet discovered on the continent. The 
entrance to it v j» discovered some fifteen 
years ago by K. Lehman while hunting 
cattle, and hut for the tim ely notice of his 
horse both rider and steed m ight have 
o .en buried 
alive. 
Mr. Lehman went 
down the then supposed sink hole by aid 
of ropes, :uh1 w hile clearing away brush 
ana other rubbish discovered a strong cur­ 
rent of uir which caused him to redouble 
bis < xertioi r. 
H e lab* nously retied away 
huge stones until lie was enabled to de­ 
scend further down and make explora­ 
tions. 
_ 
The present entrance of the cave 
is 
through an aperture eight feet in diam e­ 
ter, and down a ilight of winding stairs lor 
over 100 feet, where the lirst chamber is 
reached, and is named the “ Tem ple of 
Ancient < Jods.” 
T his room is 200 feet in 
circumference and 40 feet high, and aside 
from the stalac.titic ornamentations over­ 
head, it is literally tilled with large and 
tali columns and pillars representing all 
sorts of arch i tentara 1 style in base and cap­ 
ital, all in harmony. 
The slow and tedi­ 
ous growth and commingling of these 
stalactites and crystallization lend to many 
odd designs and fantastic embellish meats. 
W henever the proper conditions are 
present stalactites and stalagmites w ill 
form. 
Drops of water trickling down 
through the m inute crevices in the rocks is 
sure to deposit some limestone. 
This de­ 
position takes on the surface of the drop 
rather than in its center, and we have a 
ring of limestone. 
This ring becomes the 
support of other drojis, ami the process is 
oontinued until a tube from one inch to 
three feet is formed, when it begins to fill 
up ami the water trickles down exteriorly 
and enlarges the column. 
The process is 
analogous to the formation of an icicle, 
except that one is formed hv solidification, 
the other by deposition. 
They are gen­ 
erally larger at the top, as the larger part 
of ihe lime is deposited before the end is 
reached. 
< fften more water flows down a 
stalactite than can be 
evaporated and 
drop- upon the floor, forming a stalagmite, 
which continually endeavors to meet its 
mothor above. 
lujtim e the upward reach­ 
ing of the one and the downward course of 
the other may unite them both into one 
column, thick or slender, single or double, 
and extending from floor to ceiling, seem­ 
ingly to support the roof, and varying in 
size from that of a fishing rod to columns 
ten feet in diameter. 
And here we are taught a lesson of 
patience. Scientific men say it requires 2,800 
vcars to form one inch of these stalactites 
and columns, and there are many twenty 
and thirty feet high, and with the excep­ 
tion o f one room there is scarcely a yard 
not ornamented by these stalactitic dis­ 
plays. 
The old formation is yellow, brown 
or red, and its layers show grain like 
gnarled wood. 
The new stalactitic are 
usually w hite or snowy, and often pink or 
amber-colored. 
In this dark studio of na­ 
ture are reproductions of all the objects 
which are want to fill the mind with 
pleasure, wonder or alarm. 
But come with me through this cavern. 
Our next introduction is to the “ Bridal 
Chamber,” twenty-five foet high and sixty 
feet in choumferenc^ while upon one side, 
in a neatly carved recess, stands a bed with 
the usual drapery and ornaments,curtained 
from the gaz.c o f the curious. 
I'pon the 
other side arc gigantic monuments tower­ 
ing to the ceiling— four in number—and 
severally dedicated to Lincoln, Grant, Gar­ 
field and Stanton, and one more prominent 
hears the name of W ashington. 
And no 
sculptor of mck could place on them such 
beautiful ornamentations, sparkling with 
brilliancy and so delicately woven by Na­ 
ture, that they fall at the touch of the 
tourist or t lie specimen gatherer. 
They 
were also further ornamented ly the stars 
and stripes. W hile the writer was halting 
here Mr. N. and the guide proceeded, and 
by a narrow passage way gained admission 
to the “ Music H all,” and were dealing out 
sweet notes of “ H ail Columbia” upon one 
of Nature’s organs. 
These stalactites are 
of a golden tinge, fifteen feet high, which, 
when ope rubs any rough object across 
them, give all the sweet tones found in 
ordinary musical instruments. 
This hall 
varies in width, is seventy-five feet lung 
and forty feet high. 
We next pass through the “ N eedle’s 
Eye,” a narrow and difficult passage, but 
at its end, and by means of a ladder, we 
reach the “ Cabinet Shop.” Here has been 
manufactured by this slow process of Na­ 
ture perfect easy chairs, lounges, tables 
covered with delicate crystals of varied 
hues, as also desks and pulpits. 
¡..caving this ehamlier we pass next 
through a long hall, and our attention is 
directed to the “Sword of Liberty,” seem­ 
ingly suspended amid air. 
This hall is 
further ornamented by stalactites of trans­ 
parent whiteness, resembling sails, and 
hanging from all sides. 
W e then pass 
through a long, narrow passage some 100 
foet, and suddenly land in another room 
where the main attraction is a mammoth 
monument, and on its base is written T il­ 
den. 
A perfectly formed harp stands near 
by, where the weary traveler can play a 
dirge to the memory of that noble man. 
We now come to the “ Round Room,” 
where, in the center, is the “ Ladies’ ¡side 
Saddle,” upon which you may recline at 
ease and view l’ompev’s pillar. 
The room 
is fifty feet in circumference and twenty 
feet 
high. 
Meandering 
down and 
up 
through a hall we suddenly bring up at 
"Shoshone Falls,” which are 75 feet long 
anil 10O feet wide. 
Here the stalactite 
formations lay in stops or rows, looking 
like perfect frozen water, and to give the 
falls a perfect appearance water drips from 
above u| h>ii them: each ripple and braided 
rill seems to have been jsdished. 
Passing 
around “ Cape Horn” we arrive at “ Ja­ 
cob’s Retreat” where the ancients have 
prepared rude benches to sit upon and 
quench their thirst at thissplendiu well of 
pure add water. 
Upward and onwapd and we eon-e to a 
room beautifully ornamented, and 
the 
main attraction is a statue representing the 
“ Virgin Mary,” with a figure said to rep­ 
resent Jesus, in her arms. 
Leaving this 
apartment we come to a spacious chamber 
denominated 
the 
“ Redwood 
Forest.” 
Here are fao sim ile of trees, perfectly 
formed branches, and even the leaves of 
all sizes. 
Some standing, others leaning 
and still others lying down. 
Passing 
down the “ Greasy Board,” or “ Fat Man’s 
Displeasure,” we gain admission through 
the ovens, where on each side are large 
piles of ashes, evidently the place where 
the loaves were baked. 
Near by is the 
“ Skating Rink,” a mammoth apartment 
supported by large pillars or ribbed col­ 
umns, artistically ornamented, and on go­ 
ing around to the right we pass over 
broken up crystal formation resembling 
ice, especially the sound, as you knock 
upon it. 
Adjoining this room is the “ Bride’s 
Cake,” two formations six feet in liight, 
and on ; p and in the center of each is a 
magnificent representation of a bouquet of 
flowers. 
We now hurry by the “ Devil’s 
■Slide,” s uie lt)o feet high, and its “ sliek- 
ery" appearance tell us its not long since 
lie has been there. 
We next approach a 
very narrow gate, or the “ 1 .- nil Man’s De­ 
light.” 
four travels an" now over the 
rough and ragged and rocky road to Dub­ 
lin, passing over clifts and declivities, but 
the wearisome travel over the rough road 
is ameliorated by landing in 
“ Cypress 
Swamp,” 
a

feet 
square. 
Small pools o f beautiful clear 
water are over the IxiU.nn, and i ited 
among the water is limestone i

Proceeding through another long hall 
we arrive at a very richly decorated room. 
Upon a projection or stage in this room you 
sit down, and on looking below see “ Solo­ 
mon’s Temple,” the cathedral and other 
towering columns casting hack tlieir black 
and ghostly shadows, and turning your 
ever- upward there is seen the “ Vegetable 
Garden” containing jierfeetly formal tur- 
lips. beets, radishes, etc. 
“ Ouwaid” is 
the word, and we soon reach “ Lake Como,” 
a tiny lakelet of genuine pure cold water, 
and on its shores stands the “ Grand Or­ 
gan,” a very large cluster of stalactites. 
Each column has a rich, deep musical re­ 
sonance of varying pitch, whose tones are 
more like the breathing of an organ than 
the m etallic qualities of a piano or xylo­ 
phone. 
Also in these pleasant quarters 
are images representing apparently Claude 
and Pauline seated side by side with their 
musical instruments. 
Reluctantly we leave “Lake Como,” and 
passing through a long aisle we are ush­ 
ered into the “ Large Room.” 
T his large 
apartment has no ornamentation. It is the 
largest room yet discovered and most re­ 
mote, 500 feet in length, 200 feet wide and 
150 feet high. 
A large pile of bowlders 
has fallen from the center by some terrible 
convulsion, and it has the appearance of 
being recent, so much so, that my com­ 
panion said, “ I don’t want much of this.” 
The way out of this to the “ Crystal Pal­ 
ace” is on “ all fours,” and this department 
though last is not least in attraction. Here 
gray stony rocks blossom forth into exqui­ 
site flowers of crystallization— rose, fawn- 
colored and white frosted over with forma­ 
tions that glisten like diamonds. 
Natural 
chandeliers are formal, and a variety of 
most curious forms is found everywhere. 
Thus, it w ill be seen, that Lehman Cave 
is very irregular, branching in many di­ 
rections. 
The exact size is not known ; 
but no lover o f art or the mysteries of N a­ 
ture could tire in three days’ explorations, 
and the “ specimen gatherer” could load a 
“ prairie schooner.” 
Passing from large 
chambers to narrow passage ways, only to 
find one’s sell’ in still larger and more ex ­ 
tensive halls, each decorated in a distinctly 
different style, fills the visitor with great­ 
est wonder, admiration and delight. 
Two different visits were made by your 
correspondent, and he was informed on re­ 
turning the last time that we had only 
seen about one-half of the explored coun­ 
try. 
Mr. Lehman assures as that no pains 
will he spared to open up the narrow pas­ 
sage ways until this great wonder is thor­ 
oughly known to man, and no one is more 
capable of traversing its unknown depths 
and soundings than its present owner— Ab­ 
salom Lehman.

The M exican newspapers are still harp­ 
ing persistently on the Cutting claim, 
though with less bitterness than during 
the first excitem ent. 
The general tone is 
one of astonishment that a ¡le-rson so little 
respected in his own country, and so uni­ 
versally regarded by Americans here as an 
out and out adventurer, shall be cham­ 
pioned by the Government of the I nited 
States. 
A penny paper, which probably lias a 
larger circulation than any other in the 
City of M exico, treats the subject in 
i humorous vein, and observes that Secretary 
Bayard can hardly be aware <»f the culo-sal 
“ ch eek ’’ and monumental reputation fir 
general viciousness which the claimant en­ 
joys in so marked a degree. 
It remarks 
that at every banquet (and they are numer­ 
ous), where M exicans and Americans meet 
to exchange good wishes for the perpetua­ 
tion of peace between the two republics, 
Cutting is spoken of with derision and 
contempt. 
The editor adds that nobody 
would have been surprised had Cutting ap­ 
peared in the company of Consul Brigham, 
of I’aso del Norte, the twain being “ birds 
of a feather”—but to see him associated 
with a gentleman of the culture, refine­ 
ment and position of Mr. Bayard, is indeed 
a remarkable spectacle. 
It is not often 
that one is permitted to view a Cabinet 
Minister cheek by jow l with a vagabond 
and adventurer. 
Other prominent journals, in similar tone 
—half wonder, half tidieule—affect to be­ 
lieve that the great American < rovern- 
ment is indulging in a little joke, and that 
its Secretary of State has not really identi­ 
fied him self with so preposterous a claim. 
The latest dispatches from Washington, 
via Associated Press, showing that Cutt­ 
ing's ease is not under serious considera­ 
tion at the American Capital, have greatly 
relieved public anxiety. 
Another agitating subject just now is 
the official investigation in progress as to 
the cause of editor Valeriano Aitamirano’s 
death. 
Perhaps you may remember the 
circumstances, as stated in the 
United 
States papers about the middle of best 
September. 
It seems that the unfortunate 
journalist had been at a ball, which he 
left near two o’clock A. m. accompanied by 
his friend, Senor M orcelino (’ordenas. 
In a 
locality entirely deserted at that hour, the 
pair were stopped by three policemen, wiio 
seized Altamirano and proceeded to drag 
him roughly along. 
Naturally, the editor 
resisted, demanding a reason for their out­ 
rageous conduct; whereupon the police­ 
men closed in upon him, evidently with 
murderous intention. 
They fired fourteen 
shots at him, five of which took *iTect in 
some vital part. 
T hey crushed in his 
skull with a terrific blow, and stabbed 
him in the left side, leaving him stretched 
on his back in the street—dead. 
Senor 
Cardenas, who attempted to assist his 
friend, was several times fire upon, and 
forced to llee for his life. 
The murdered journalist was a stanch 
supporter of the Federal authorities, as op­ 
posed to those o f the city, and there is lit­ 
tle doubt that his taking oft' was a [ire- 
meditated plan, the policemen having 
been hired to do the deal. 
Such occur­ 
rences are not uncommon in M exico, and 
persons who render them selves obnoxious 
to those in authority are uncomfortably 
liable to receive a quietus in some shape 
—generally under the guise of arrest for 
an alleged oflense, or at the hands of un­ 
known assassins. 
As if to compensate for the disastrous 
storms and destructive inundations which 
lately swept away whole towns and killed 
hundreds of people on the Pacific coast of 
M exico, the orange yield of this year has 
turned out better than ever before within 
the memory of man—notwithstanding the 
report telegraphed to 
the 
world two 
months ago that all the crops of that sec­ 
tion, including oranges and codée, were 
totally destroyed by the storms aforesaid. 
It is true that the rivers which rise in 
the Tampa mountains became so swollen 
by a water-spout that they overflowed the 
villages of Mier, Guerro and Quelite, each 
containing from five to eight thousand in- 


T h e E ffe c t o f C o lo rs o n th e M isil. 
There arc some curious things in regard 
to the way in which the human mind is 
affected by colors as well as the human 
sight. 
W e are all familiar with what is 
termed color blindness and the unexpected 
results that sometimes attend it, hut color- 
sound is som ething which has received 
much less investigation. 
How much or in 
what way animals are affected by colors is 
not very well understood, but the subject 
has lieen investigated enough to know 
that they are influenced by them , and the 
future w ill probably bring out some sur­ 
prising results to the one who shall thor­ 
oughly cultivate this comparatively unex­ 
plored field ol research. 
.Some people can 
select and appreciate the colors of sounds, 
and to them the speaking of a name pre­ 
sents, mentally, a well-defined color or 
combination of colors, different names hav­ 
ing different shades or combinations. The 
same name should, of course, always pre­ 
sent the same color or combination when 
s¡K>ken, although to different jieople, pos­ 
sessing the faculty, a given name or sound 
does not present the same characteristics. 
To prove the first of these two facts a list 
of names was prepara! and the shade or 
color given by a lady who 
marked against each one 
several weeks the names were again read 
to her and the ailors designated by her 
marked. 
T his course was pursued several 
times during a year or more, the lady not 
being allowed to see the results in that 
time. 
During these several experiments 
the only variations in the answers given 
were such as would be natural where there 
was some uncertainty in regard to term s; 
for example, the answer to a given name 
at one time m ight be “ bluish," at another 
“ lead color,” so what was called “ straw 
color” might afterwards be called “ butt'.” 
The approach to sim ilarity in the shades 
shows that the same mental picture was 
present and only language was at fault. 
W ith one or two exceptions these were the 
only changes noted in the several trials, 
and the extent to which the experiments 
were carried warrants the belief that there 
was a well-defined idea of the color of 
words.— Popular Science Monthly.

involved that Americans will not use 
them. 
Could they be brought within the 
bounds of common sense, the books of the 
I’ostofiice Department at El Paso and 
Laredo, lik e infallible barometers, would 
show an immediate rise in the transaction 
of international business. 
S¡leaking of postoflices, if you go into 
one almost anywhere in this land of “ Dios 
y Libertad” and ask, in English, for a 
letter, the obliging Postmaster, or one of 
his deputies, will toss out the whole stock 
addressed to foreign names, whether it he 
a peck or a bushel, and allow you to select 
for yourself, quite indifferent as to whether 
you confine yourself to your own or other 
people’s mail. 
Although my countrymen 
are proverbially honest, that is allowing 
rather too much latitude, as has sometimes 
transpired, both in matters of love and 
lucre. 
I notice that they never do that 
way with any but foreigners’ letters, the 
Mexicans themselves being more carefully 
served from 
pigeon-holes alphabetically 
arranged. 
W hether this distinction is 
made because they are unwilling to take 
extra trouble for “ outside barbarians,” or 
because they know too well tlieir own 
little peculiarities, is a matter of conject­ 
ure. 
The laws against opening other 
jple’s letters arc even more severe in 
than in the U nited States, but 
they are enforced only among those to the 
manor born, and Americans need expect 
no redress here for wrongs of any kind. 
W hen 1 first came to M exico the postal 
rates between the various States was 25 
cents per half ounce, and postal-cards (3 
cents each) were not permitted except as 
sent to other countries. 
Thus if a letter 
only went a m ile and crossed the line into 
another M exican State, the rate of postage 
was twenty-five cents: while to the United 
States, Europe, China or Australia it was 
only ten cents. 
The laws have since been 
modified so that it is ten touts within the 
bordersof the republic, and five cents to for­ 
eign countries. 
There is no city delivery 
system, and “ drop” letters are positively 
refused. 
In most M exican towns the i ’ost- 
oflicc is dosed for three or four hours in 
the middle of the day, to allow the usual 
siesta to the Postmaster and his employes.

The Alabama State Bar Association met 
here to-day. 
The annual address was de­ 
livered by Judge John F. Dillon, of New 
Y'ork. 
H e said as this was the centennial 
year of the adoption o f the Federal Con­ 
stitution, he hail selected as his subject 
“ A Century of American Law.” 
After a 
retrospect of the general situation, and 
coming to a view of the condition of Eng­ 
lish and American law one hundred years 
ago, lie said it was at that tim e faithfully 
mirrored in “ Blackstone’s Commentaries,” 
the first completed edition of which was 
published just six years before the Am eri­ 
can 
Revolution. 
After adverting to the 
baneful effects of the feudal system upon 
the English law, part of which only we 
had escaped, 
he noticed the following 
changes upon subjects of general and per­ 
manent importance: 
W ithin the century 
imprisonment for debt 
hail been abol­ 
ished in both Great Britain and Amer­ 
ica, and Am erica had led the way. 
B y 
way o f contrast he alluded to the modern 
liberal exem ption and homestead laws of 
the several States and of the national < lov- 
ernment. 
Under the beneficial operation 
of the latter Act more than 100,000,000 
acres of land had been entered by 820,000 
heads of families. 
H e next adverted to 
the great and beneficial changes made 
w ithin the Inst fifty years, in respect of the 
rights of married women. 
The principle 
of American married women’s protective 
Acts was in 1 "70 and lv i2 adopted by the 
English Parliament. 
Referring to the 
criminal .laws of England one hundred 
years ago, he showed at that tim e near 
two hundred offenses were capital felonies, 
and that the laws were otherwise oppress­ 
ive and severe. 
They have been gradually 
ameliorated, so at 
this tim e only four 
offenses are capitally punishable in Eng­ 
land and only two in this country. 
H e 
noticed the abolition of the common law 
forms of action, and of pleadings and the 
changes made by the codes o f procedure in 
this country and by the British Judicature 
A ct of 1873 (adopting the principle of the 
American codes) as among the most salu­ 
tary forms of the law. 
Emendations in 
the law of evidence, by which all persons, 
including parties to the suit, have been 
made competent witnesses, were regarded 
as a great improvement in legal administra­ 
tion, in which England had led the way 
and we had followed. 
The growth o f cor­ 
porations and corporate 
litigation was 
hvelt upon at length and statistics given 
showing that nearly one-half of the mod­ 
ern reported eases involve corporation law. 
H e next traced the growth of the legal lit­ 
erature in this country. 
A century ago 
we had no American laws. In 1886 we had 
published 3,789 volumes of reports against 
3,000 in England. 
Turning to the century 
to come, he predicted various changes in 
international and municipal law, among 
which would be the abolition of literary 
piracy and a systematic restatement of the 
body of our laws. 
1 Ic appealed to young 
men to take up this great work, and con­ 
cluded by saving: “ Mayhap some young

cessity and luxury which are to be had 
better and cheaper in every American city, 
they w ill gladly avail them selves of the 
new proviso regarding packages aot ex ­ 
ceeding seventy ounces, which may he 
transported by mail, at small costand little 
trouble. 
Merchants on both sides of the line are 
anxiously hoping that the rules for paving 
duties on articles thus imported may lie of 
the simplest possible character, so as to 
facilitate that kind of 
business.

the Custom­ 
house through which they enter the a>un- 
try. when a blank is filled out classifying 
the amount of duty to be paid. 
T his doc­ 
ument is sent with the parcel to the l’ost- 
oflice of the consignee, who takes out a 
monov-. rder in the Postofficc, payable to 
the Collector of the respective Custom­ 
house, w ith it pays the duties assessed, and 
receives his packages. 
This sim ple method 
gives the necessary protection to the Treas­ 
ury Department and reduces the minimum 
to the work of clearing. 
It must be confessed, however, that the 
formalities o f clearing goods imported 
through M exican Custom-houses are not 
at all adapted to the importation c f arti­ 
cles of small value, being entirely too cum­ 
bersome and vexatious.

Mexican postal service will ever equal that 
of the 
United .States— but surely some 
improvement m ight be made. Secretary

E x tr a o r d in a r y P r e c a u tio n lo G u ard 
A g a in s t C o u n te r fe it C oin . 
The cashier of a Paris newspaper found 
the other day a counterfeit five-franc piece 
in a bag o f coins which he had just re­ 
ceived from the Bank of France. 
The an­ 
nouncement of this fact in the next morn­ 
ing’s issue of the journal was soon followed 
by the appearance of the head cashier of 
the hank, who, after raleem ing the coin, 
cut it in two and apologized for the occur­ 
rence. 
Such a thing as a counterfeit piece 
of money being received by the Bank of 
France i" extrem ely rare, and it i" still 
more extraordinary that one should have 
lieen paid out. 
Before a deposit in silver 
is accepted each coin is examined sepa­ 
rately, and afterward they undergo a sec­ 
ond inspection before being placed ill the 
hags in which they are stored away in the 
vaults. 
From forty to fifty men are in­ 
trusted with this work. 
They begin by 
placing twenty piec.-s in ..no scale of a pair 
of balances, then they place an equal num­ 
ber in the other scale, and if the two ex­ 
actly balance each other they repeat the 
operation until there are 250 francs in 
each scale. 
W hen 1,000 franc" have been 
weighed in this way they arc put in a can­ 
vas bag, which is carefully weighed anil it" 
weight registered on a tag, which is fast­ 
ened to the hag after it is tied and scaled. 
The name of the employe who has done 
the weighing is also noted on the tag. 
A 
hag of 1,000 francs in five-franc silver 
pieces ought to weigh a trifle over 11 7-100 
pounds, and if it weighs less than that 
amount it is conclusive proof that one or 
more of the coins in it are tither light or 
counterfeit. 
In that case the coins are re­ 
examined, and the false or defective one is 
immediately cut in two. 
It is very rare that a false coin finds its 
way hack into circulation through the 
Bank o f Franco, and whenever such a case 
occurs— ffliat of the newspaper already re­ 
ferred to was the third case in the last 
eighteen months— the hank at once re­ 
deems the coin, and the weigher, whose 
name is on the tag of the bag from which 
it came, is either discharged or transferred 
to some other department. 
The bulk of 
silver in the jxissession of the bank conies 
to it from the railway companies, who de­ 
posit large sums, varyingdaily from 5< 1,1*00 
to 100,000 francs in five-franc 
pieces. 
W hen the deposit is less than 59,000 francs 
tlie coins are examined at once and the 
bad ones rejected, but when it is over that 
amount it is kept separate and examined 
later on, hut always within four days, 
when counterfeit coins are sentlmck to the 
company. 
The bank claims that the honesty of its 
employes is above suspicion, but only tlie 
other day one of them was detected slip­ 
ping a counterfeit coin into a rouleau of 
gold. 
The hank employs 000 runners, and 
no one is appointed to that position who 
does not possess private means outside of 
his salary. 
It 
sometimes happens that 
when a garam de recette gets back to the 
hank he fiuds a thousand or a hundred 
franc note more in his pocket-book than 
his day’s collection call for. 
He is re­ 
quired to turn this into the bank, but after 
a certain time, if no claim is made for it, it 
becomes his property. 
H e is, of course, 
íequired to make goal any deficit in his 
day's account, and I am told that the ex­ 
cess and deficits in this department about 
balance each other at the end of the year.

A lg e r ia n W o m e n . 
The lives the women lead in Algiers, 
particularly if they are young and pretty, 
are simply terrible. 
W hen about fourteen 
an Algerine girl is married— or rather 
sold, for it is scarcely more than a money 
transaction— to a man whotu she has prob­ 
ably never seen, but who from that mo­ 
ment possesses absolute authority over her. 
If she belongs to the higher classes she is 
usually restricted, even in her husband’s 
house, to one or two rooms. 
“I f she were 
allowed to wander up and down stairs she 
m ight meet a man,” the husband says. 
The windows of the rooms into which she 
may go always look into a court-yard, not 
a public street, but for all that they are 
carefully covered with lattice-work, so that 
she may have no chance of holding com­ 
munications with the outside world.

T h e N e a b e st S ta r .—The distances of 
the -tar-, are ascertained in the same man­ 
ner as those of the sun and planets—that 
is, by parallax. 
Instead, however, of tak­ 
ing two stations at dillerent parts of the 
earth s surface, and laying down a base 
line between them, we take the diameter 
of the earth’s orbit, or 183,000,000 miles, 
¡es tiie base, the observations being taken at 
intervals ot six months. 
Even with this 
immense line, however, the parallax is so 
small that it can only lie detected by the 
most careful observations and accurate in­ 
struments. 
in no ease iias ii been found 
to be greater than one second; and if this 
be its value, the distance of the star must 
tie 206,000 times as great as the value of 
the sun. 
The parallax of about a dozen 
stars lias now lieen ascertained, and is 
found to vary between 0.919 second ami 
O.Olti second. 
The star a Centaur! is the 
nearest to the earth, and its distance is 
estimated at 20,496,000,000 m iles; while 
the average distance of stars of the first 
magnitude is probably tiiree or four times 
as great as this. 
These figures, however, 
fail to convey to the mind any definite idea 
as to the real distance ; perhaps the best 
inode of expressing it is by stating that 
light, with its speed of 184,000 miles a 
second, takes 3.1 years to travel from that 
star to us, while the smaller telescopic 
stars tire so remote that it must require up­ 
wards of o.OOfi years for tiieir light to 
reach us.— Engineering and Mining Journal.

Depew is talking about a balance of trade 
in its favor as conclusive evidence <>f a 
country's prosperity. 
This “ halance-of- 
trade 
delusion lias been efleetively illus­ 
trated in this way: 
A man starts with 
$50,000 in goods for Europe. 
lie sells 
them so advantageously after lie gets there, 
and he buys other goods from the proceeds 
so shrewdly that he brings home goods to 
the value of $100,000. 
Jie enters these at 
the ( ustom-liouse. 
iiesu lt: Balance of 
trade against the country, $50,000. 
But if 
he lias to sell his goods at a loss of $25,000, 
and brings back that sum, the balance of 
trade in the country’s favor is $25,000. Or, 
more striking still, if the ship goes down 
that contains these goods, and they are all 
lest, then the balance of trade in favor of 
the country is $50,000. T hat is, the more 
individuals who compose the country lose 
in trading with foreigners the richer the 
country becomes. Could there lie a fallacy 
more transparent, or a more alisnrd claim 
advanced as growing out of it? —Ho/ton 
Herald. 


T m : N ew T est for A siatic C h o l er a. 
—Physicians who investigated the cases of 
cholera from the steamship Britannia, in­ 
cluding several very doubtful ones besides 
those of marked character, have reported 
at length in the 
New 
York Medical 
Journal the results of cultivations from the 
dejecta of tlie patients. 
The invariable 
development of Koch’s “comma bacillus” 
of elidiera, in great abundance, and no 
others (under the separate manipulations 
of four experts, namely Drs. Prudden, 
Biggs, Armstrong and Kinyoun) left no 
doubt even in the most obscure cases, that 
the disease was Asiatic cholera. 
As it lias 
heretofore been often impossible to identify 
tiie plague with certainty in its earliest 
manifestations—and in fact, it would have 
been entirely unsuspected in some of these 
cases—this new bacillus test is of immense 
value. 
Sporadic and doubtful cases can be 
clearly determined, and alarm quieted or 
the earliest warning sounded for action, its 
the case may be.

Christmas I > * y i j a.-, outgrown without 
losing its religion- character, 
it has be­ 
come more- tliati a church festival ora holy 
dav : it ha- taken into it- embrace all 
manner of men, and enrolled tifion the 
roster of mankind millions who do not nay 
tribute at the shrine of the Christ child, 
the anniversary of whose birth the church 
will this evening and to-morrow celebrate 
with all ceremonial and devoutness. The 
man must he of callous soul who resist.-» 
or docs not feel the benign influence of 
ibis chiefc.st of Christian festivals; he who 
is deaf to the acclaim “ Peace on earth anil 
f»*>d will to men,” at the Christmas tide, 
or who remains insensible to the human­ 
izing and gentle influence of the hour, is 
indeed past hope of human tenderness 
and invulnerable to the love of his fellows. 
It must have impressed alt mature minds 
that the custom of giving presents; of lay­ 
ing special tokens upon the altars of alicc- 
ticin and esteem, at the Christmas-tide, has 
greatly augmented and is constantly gain­ 
ing strength as a custom. 
It cannot have 
escaped the attention that there is greater 
s vjier.ditiire for these testimonials than 
ever lieforc, and that the gifts themselves 
have with each recurring season taken a 
1 sgter as well as a richer character. Half 
a century ago there was not such a wealth 
of variety from which to choose ; art had 
not so largely become a worshiper at the 
altar of the gift-giving season, nor had the 
ingenuity and skill of men devised count­ 
less ways of gratifying the taste or of 
adapting the token to the 
recipient. 
Greater pains arc now taken and greater 
opportunities aflbrded to combiné^Tlsoful- 
ness with beauty and elegance in the gift. 
Hut this change in the character of “ holi­ 
day presents,” and the enlargement of the 
custom,

IVhile money for holiday 
presents, therefore, secures hotter results, 
it takes also a great deal more of it.

BEKEDIES FOR THE DEADLY CIGAB- 
ETTE. 


Hr. Anna i). French takes for the text 


o f an essay in the Epoch, the fact that in the 
fiscal year 1886-7. 1,639,915,300 cigarettes 
were made in this country, or 271,043,850 
more than in the fiscal year 1885-6. 
The 
doctor concludes that the manufacture 
and use of cigarettes has assumed alarm­ 
ing proportions. 
ft has been ascertained 
that the smoking of this article by hoys 
under fourteen years of age is enormously 
great, and surprises even the manufactur­ 
ers and dealers. 
The cigarette has led 
women to indulge in smoking to a greater 
extent in the last few years than in all 
the period before, since tobacco canto into 
use. 
ihc ofleet upon the fine nervous 
system of women is very injurious. She 
denominate- the cigarette as deadly, and 
in doing so sjicak- advisedly. 
It is un- 
neeessury to enter into physiological de­ 
tail- to prove this : it may l>e accepted out 
of hand, since all physicians are agreed 
cp 
the fact that it is exceedingly injuri- 
t>uly the other day wc 
noted 
the fact that out of a class of twenty-eight 
applicants for admission to the West Point 
Military Academy, twenty-two were re­ 
jected as physically unsound because tliev 
had what is known ;t- “the cigarette 
hecit.’ 
Hr. French, who bv the way, is 
attaining much protniueuce as a medical 
e-say is tj proposes that the sale of the 
cigarette lie placed under the ban of the 
law.

To the figure of 1,637,945,308, 
therefore, there should lie added a quarter 
more at least for the cigarettes made by 
tlie -moker. The better remedy for the 
evil is to arouse parents to the danger of 
the habit of cigarette smoking by their 
children. By parental influence some chock 
can be put upon the ill, and it will be done 
when fathers and mothers are once fully 
awake to the fact that the little paper tube 
of tobacco is likely to wreck the youth of 
the land, physically, to a very large ex­ 
tent, and that the hope of a vigorous and 
sound manhood Is exceedingly slender for 
the boy ujani whom the cigarette habit 
fastens.

hibit meddling with it, and to keep reform 
tinkerers from marring its symmetry, is 
strong in the people, and they will therefore 
hesitate long before adding the proposed 
new feature to it. 
But naturally those 
who will oppose the amendment on the 
ground that it is a dangerous innovation» 
will advance other propositions for the 
attainment of the desired end. and thus 
the question will he popularized in debate. 
The result must he a greatly augmented 
sentiment in favor of reformation of the 
laws of civil contract relating to marriage, 
and in favdr of radical reform of abuses 
under the divorce laws.

Liiat week John Greenleaf W hittier, 
the venerable American poet, celebrated 
his eightieth birthday. His lengthened 
years have not clipped the w'tDgs of his 
geuius, though his flights have not in 
recent years been so lofty, nor his im­ 
agination so brilliant as of yore. 
No 
poet has lived who has won a larger share 
of the love of the American people. The 
nation greets him with reverence and 
affection and rejoices in his useful life; 
for it has been one of peace and comfort 
and helpfulness to his fellows. 
His marv­ 
elous muse has found in America the key­ 
note of his loftiest inspirations. 
If it can 
be said with truth that we have no musical 
originality, it cannot he charged that we 
have no poetic individuality. W hittier, of 
all the noble class of American poets, 
stands foremost as representative in all 
his verse of America. He is the father of 
the American school of poetry, if the 
phrase may be used. The laud of his 
home has been to him the mother and 
nurse and all-sufficient stimulant for liis 
genius. 
In nature about him he lias found 
the themes to which have been attuned 
his loftiest songs. W hittier is essentially 
the poet of the heart—he has written only 
from and for the heart. W hat may lie 
termed the severity of his chaste lines, lias 
always been in the interest of truth and 
peace and content and human happiness. 
No American poet has entered into such 
close and sweet communion with men, 
lifted iq» more tenderly the faint, or 
breathed more of hope into the souls of 
despondent. No one of our writers who has 
touched the sacred lyre, has been inspired 
by holier passsion or breathed sublimer 
sentiment. 
His poems have made the 
people of America his debtors for the good 
his songs have borne upon their wings to 
countless firesides in the nation. 
His lias 
been the hopeful, the up-looking nature; 
he has led and sustained l>y his peaceful 
dignity and poetic eloquence, where fiery 
passion and brilliant imagery have am ply 
awakened admiration, but commanded no 
disciples. The kev-stone of his life-work 
has been the brotherhood of humanity, 
the religion of charity, the nobility of 
living. A nation turns to him as he enters 
upon another decade of content; every 
heart he has made glad, and every soul his 
songs have lifted up and given hope,wishes 
him in this holiday season the choicest 
blessings heaven rail bestow.

WHO ARE THEY? 


S U N D A Y 
R E L IU IO C S N O T IC K S. 


A dispatch i rom Washington says: 
C ongressm an Biggs w ill sh o rtly in tro d u ce a 
m easu re prov id in g th a t a to rt s o f U nited States 
en gineers sh all v isit C alifornia for th e purpose 
o f m ak in g a th o ro u g h in vestigation o f th e hv- 
d n u ilie m in in g proposition. T h is course w ill 
be follow ed in com pliance w ith th e alm ost u n a n ­ 
im ous request o f th e farm ers a u d m iners who 
h a v e so long been a t odds o a th e g reat problem . 
M’hn are they ? 
Who are the farmers 
who ask for this stale old matter to be 
dragged from its winding sheet and pass 
under the scalpel of an “investigating 
corps ” of engineers ? 
If Congressman 
Biggs’ proposition is to have engineers ex­ 
amine such of the rivers of the State as 
have been well nigh removed by hydraulic 
mining, with a view to the expenditure of 
some of the “surplus” in the restoration of 
their navigable integrity, no one will ob­ 
ject, but all applaud him. But any scheme 
or investigation looking to any procedure 
that will justify or permit the continuation 
of the destruction of the rivers and low­ 
lands by hydraulic mining will not be in­ 
dorsed by the peojfle, and is not in the in­ 
terest of the State or its river sections. 


I t is all very well for scientific men and 
doctors, certain of whom deny that there 
is any such thing as genuine hydrophobia, 
to Hold that position, and assert that it is 
at most a mental disease, but facts stub­ 
bornly refute their theories. Here is the 
case of the very young child in Connecti­ 
cut that recently died in horrible convul­ 
sions some nine weeks after being bitten by 
a pet dog, that had acted strangely for 
several days. Fear and imagination could 
have had nothing to do with that case. So, 
too, the present month a Mr. Greene, in 
Chicago, lost a valuable family liorsc from 
the bite of a stable dog that, as the coach­ 
man said, had “ gone crazy’’ and hidden 
under the stable floor. The horse mani­ 
fested no discomfort for some thirty days 
after it was bitten. It then became fretful, 
and finally unmanageable, tearing its own 
flesh and demolishing its stall. 
It was 
chained and taken to a veterinary hospital 
aud treated, but suffered so fearfully that 
in mercy it was shot. There, too, was the 
case of Marshwald, bitten in August, and 
dying late in November in horrible con­ 
vulsions; the man Muller, of Chicago, and 
his young son, who were bitten last sum 
nter, and recently died after fearful suficr- 
ings, in which the ntan endeavored to wound 
all who came within his reach—these are 
cases well attested, where the convulsions, 
ravings and horror of water in some cases, 
and craving for it in others, were undeni­ 
able manifestations, and traceable directly 
to the wounds inflicted by the teeth of 
animals that were acting strangely and 
wildly to a degree to render it necessary t 3 
kill them. 
Now, whether these were cases 
of “ genuine ” hydrophobia or not, matters 
but little. The aflliction may be called by 
that or any other name, but the symptoms 
were identical in animals and men. To 
say there is no true hydrophobia in men is 
to quibble upon a word. 
It is enough to 
know that to be bitten by an animal when 
certain symptoms of suftering are manifest 
in it is dangerous, and in not a few cases 
leads to death front what it is just as con­ 
venient and well to call hydrophobia as 
anything else. In a technical sense it may 
be very difficult to distinguish only ap­ 
parent from genuine hydrophobia, but it 
matters very little to the sufferers, or the 
world at large, so long as the results of the 
bites of seemingly rabid animals result as 
they do. 


T he Chicago Times agitates the ques­ 
tion of white slavery in the Ohio and 
Pennsylvania coal mines, saying that “ there 
are several hundreds of thousands of these 
operatives whose condition is in every par­ 
ticular as bad as that of the African servi­ 
tude which prevailed in this country, and 
for whose abolition a great war was fought 
and a million of nten sacrificed. There are 
freedmen’s bureaus, organizations for the 
education of the poor blacks ; old ladies of 
lioth sexes are constantly meeting for the 
concerting of measures of relief for the en­ 
franchised Africans, while for the enslaved 
white minera not a voice is being lifted 
nor a hand raised.” 
But these toilers in 
the mines are at least not held in involun­ 
tary servitude. The spirit that is aroused 
in their behalf ought to be more vigorous 
in its protests against the slavery in Cali­ 
fornia under which human “ chattels” ate 
bought and sold for coin, and transferred 
and held as absolutely as ever were the 
slaves of the South. 


T h i r t y -o n e female Chinese slaves were 
shipped back to China on the San Pablo. 
Thev went not by any order of Court or 
judicial decree against their right to land, 
but hv confession of the slave-masters that 
these human beings were brought here in 
defiance of the laws prohibiting the slave 
trade and the immigration of forbidden 
classes. This fact California ought to in­ 
dustriously publish at the East. 
It will» 
if thoroughly done, prove a powerful ad­ 
vocate for the California cause, which is 
the cause of restriction of coolie immigra­ 
tion. The sentimentalists of the East are 
open to conviction. They have not be­ 
lieved our iterations that the Chinese 
females here are slaves; but they can 
scarcely deny the confession of the slavers. 
The old anti-slavery sentiment still lives 
in the East, and we ought to now appeal 
to it directly and forcibly. 


T h e r e is sufficient particularity in the 
details reported of the arrival of Stanley 
at Wadelai to justify the belief that the 
intrepid explorer was, as late as Septem­ 
ber, safe. If he did, indeed, reach the 
ha-ren, he is probably still recrtliting there, 
since the report also relates that he had 
suffered greatly for months previously. 


H e n r y G e o r g e has yielded at last, and 
now confesses that he and his party have 
no intention to put a Presidential ticket 
in the field. Defeat has taught Mr. George 
wisdom.

KJna \V. Harvey, by her guardian, S. I'. 
Harvey, has commenced suit in the Su. 
perior Court against the Sacramento Glass

of the Legislature of the State of Caliioruia, 
approved March 11, 1883.

this roughness irritates the ilesh. 
Jf a 
person could buy glass eyes at wholesale, 
bv the gross, he could get them for about 
$2 apiece. But he would have to look over 
a great many before finding one to match 
his other «ye in size, color, and expres­ 
sion. 
Glass eyes are all made abroad, 
principally in 
Germany 
and 
France, 
no factory having 
been 
started here, 
although there is a great demand for 
them in this country. 
A skillful oculist 
can put a glass eye into the cavity so that 
very close observation is necessary to de­ 
tect it. 
N ot only are the size and color of 
the natural eye counterfeited, hut even the 
general expression. 
The oculist has yet 
to discover means of giving that sympa­ 
thetic movement which distinguishes a 
pair of eyes. 
There is quite a large num ­ 
ber of people with glass eyes, say 1 in 400. 
—Jewela's Weekly.

H in d o o M axim s. 
The original Hindoo religion recognized 
but one God, also the sages of Greece. 
T he H indoo Vedas (that had the same 
authority with them that the Bible lias 
with Catholics and Protestants) was writ­ 
ten 3,000 years before Christ. 
D eity is 
thus defined: 
“ H e who exists by him ­ 
self, who is in all, because all is in him .” 
“ T he Ganges flows, it is ( rod ; the ocean 
roars, it is G od ; the wind blows, it is H e ; 
the cloud that thunders, the lightning that 
flashes, it is He. 
As from ¡ill eternity, all 
existed in the spirit of Brahma, so to-day 
all that exists is in his image.” 
Manou, a H indoo philosopher, wrote 
4,000 years ago the following maxims, that 
are as well worthy of acceptance now as 
th e n : 
“ O f ail things pure, purity in the ac­ 
quisition of riches is best, 
fie who pre­ 
serves purity in the acquisition of riches 
is really p u re; not he who is purified with 
earth and water.” 
“ A s the body is purified by water, so is 
the soul by truth.” 
“ Sound doctrine and good works purify 
the soul.” 
“ The intelligence is purified by knowl­ 
edge.” 
“ Science is useless to a man without 
judgm ent, as a mirror to a blind man.” 
“ The man who only appreciates the 
means, according as they conduce to his 
success, soon loses his perception of the just 
and of sound doctrine.” 
Chrishna (a Hindoo) taught this about 
the soul (that a benighted being like m y­ 
self, groping for light, can better compre­ 
hend than much of the teachings of the­ 
ologians of the past fifty years): 
“The soul is the principle of life, which 
Sovereign wisdom employed to animate 
bodies; matter is inert and perishable; the 
soul is immortal.” 
The Vedas has also a good word to say 
for women, that will he a grain of comfort 
to the female sex, even if it neglects to say 
that all J women, as 
well 
as all men, 
in these United States should have the 
ballot. 
JVe cherish a private 
opinion that 
neither should have it till by a rigid ex­ 
amination they have proved they can ex­ 
ercise the right of suffrage intelligently. 
Thus saith the Vedas: 
“ H e who de­ 
spises women despises his mother. 
There 
is no crime more odious than to persecute 
women, and take the advantage of their 
weakness to despoil them of their patri­ 
mony. 
W hen women are honored, the 
divinities arc content, but where they are 
not honored, all undertakings fail.” 
The Hindoo philosopher. Xarada, re­ 
puted to have lived before the deluge, rea­ 
sons thus: “ N ever resort to the argument, 
I do not know this, therefore it is false. 
W e must study to know, know to compre­ 
hend, and comprehend to judge.” 


T lie U se a n d C ost o f M a h o g an y . 
People whose tastes favor mahogany for 
inside finish can now indulge them w ith­ 
out paying much more money' than they 
would for a finish of the higher-priced na­ 
tive hardwoods. 
To do this, however, the 
mahogany must he bought as lumber. 
If 
a man unacquainted with the price of nia- 
hogauy bargains w ith a contractor to fin­ 
ish one or a dozen rooms, as the case tuav 
be, in what lias sometimes been called the 
“ king of woods,” he may depend upon it 
that the price will lie a round onef 
Fur­ 
niture manufacturers take the same ad­ 
vantages of their customers. 
They seem 
to think that because mahogany is not a 
common wood, because it is very fashion­ 
able, and in former days was expensive, 
consumers w ill take it for granted that 
they 
mast 
pay 
a 
good 
deal 
of 
money 
for mahogany 
furniture. 
It is 
enough to make the initiated smile to walk 
through a furniture house and price articles 
made <*f the different woods. 
There may 
be a table or chair of cherry and mahog­ 
any standing side by side. 
The same 
amount of work has been expended on 
each, but for the mahogany article, at least 
two prices are asked, when the fact is the 
wood did not cost 25 per cent, more than 
did that of the cherry piece. 
But sim ply 
because it is mahogany a fancy price is 
wanted. 
Furniture-users w ill undoubtedly 
for all time be obliged to pay these exor­ 
bitant prices, but there is often no reason 
why the man who wishes to finish his 
house in mahogany should not buy the 
lumber and have his carpenter work it as he 
would cherry, walnut or oak.—Northwestern 
Lumberman. 


Work of Nature’s Scutptor. 
\Ye are accustomed to associate such 
gigantic watcr-carvings as the Colorado 
canyon and the Niagara gorge with almost 
inconceivable periods of tim e, yet instances 
are numerous of the wearing from the 
solid rock of gorges hundreds of feet deep 
by two or three centuries only of work. 
Lyell mentions the case of the Simeto, in 
Sicily, which had been dammed by lavas 
in 1603. 
In two and a half centuries it 
had excavated a channel fifty to several 
hundred feet deep, and in some parts forty 
to fifty feet wide, although the rock is 
hard as basalt. 
H e also describes a gorge 
in decomposed rock, near M iiledgeville, 
Ga., that was at first a mud-crack a yard 
deep, but which, in twenty years was 300 
vards long, 20 to 180 feet wide and 55 feet 
d eep ; and Liais describes a similar gorge, 
of twice the length, in Brazil, made in 40 
years. 
But it is in the low lands bordering 
rivers that the flood artist finds the plastic

The parties having tlie animal 
would not give him up, notwithstanding 
other parties who knew the animal before 
he was stolen fully identified him, and u 
replevin suit followed. 
Then came a 
novel test for a further identification of 
the horse. 
The man’s son in Webster, 
Mass., brought the horse to the town in 
Connecticut where Mrs. N eal lives, and 
the animal was placed in a livery stable 
and fed. 
Afterward he was taken out aud 
hitched to a carriage, and the agreement 
was that the horse was to be allowed to go 
whichever way he pleased to see if he 
would go to the place from which he was 
stolen a year ago last April.

was to he the final proof that he was Mrs.
